No. X. 11G35/2/06-DFQC—The Government of India have 
had under consideration the question of formation of a 
separate, dedicated, autonomous institution exclusively lo 
deal with matters relating to timely publication of the Indian 
Pharmacopoeia which is the official book of standards for 
drugs included therein, in terms of the Second Schedule lo 
the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 so as io specify the 
standards of identity, purity and strength for the drugs 
imported, manufactured for sale, stocked or exhibited for sale 
or distributed in India. With the above objective in view, the 
Indian Pharmacopoeia Commission (IFC) was registered as a 
society under the Societies Registration Act, I £60 (No. 2 1 of 
1860} under the Ministry of Health & Family Welfare with the 
mandate to perform, imer-aha, functions such as revision and 
publication of the Indian Pharmacopoeia and the National 
Formulary of India on a regularbasis. 

2, The matter has been considered at the highest level and 
the Government of India have decided that the Centra! Indian 
Pharmacopoeia E,aboratory. Ghaziubad (CIPL). u subordinate 
office of the Directorate General of Health Services which is 
primarily engaged in assisting the Central Drugs Standards 
Control Organization in the preparation of Indian 
Ptiwmacupucia should be amalgamated/merged with rhelPC 
with effect from the date lo be appointed by the Ministry of 
Health & Family Welfare together with the staff, assets and 
liabilities including buildings and otherexisling infrastructure 
belonging to ihe CIPL and the IFC shall take over all (he 
functions and tasks hitherto being performed by the CIPL. 
The ex is'Lj iig officers and staff of the CIPL, irrespccti vc of their 
grade shall be transferred en masse to the strength of ihe IFC 
on lerms of foreign service without any deputation allowance 
and will be given the option to be absorbed in the IPC 
permanently or to revert to the Retraining and Re-deployment 
Division of the Department of Personnel and Training, as ihc 
case may be. The Indian pharmacopoeia Commission will 
henceforth function as an autonomous body, fully financed 
by the Central Govern menJ wi l h specific budgetary nl local ions 
under the administrative control of the Ministry of Health &.
